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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to claims 1-6, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach an electromagnetic 
wave absorber whose exterior shape is parallelepiped, the rectangular rear end of the 
absorber is positioned at a predetermined distance from the terminating metal internal 
wall and parallel to the terminating metal internal walls and the surface of the 
electromagnetic wave absorber, which as the largest rectangular area, is on the third or 
fourth internal wall. With regards to claims 7-10, the prior art of record does not disclose 
or fairly teach an electromagnetic wave absorber whose exterior shape is 
parallelepiped, the rectangular rear end of the absorber is provided against the 
terminating metal internal wall, the surface of the electromagnetic wave absorber, which 
as the largest rectangular area, is on the third or fourth internal wall and the absorber is 
placed on only one of the first divided part and the second divided part.
